BY BOYJOMPANION. 


William Morgan, Aged 4, 
Shot Through the Heart by 


Charge of Buckshot. 


HARRY HART HELD THE WIN 


Picked Up the Weapon,to See If It 


Was Loaded and It Went Off Acci- 
dentally—Coroner H. J. Bell Con- 
ducts the Inquest. 


A loaded shot gun and two small 


boys figured In the tragedy at South 
Connellsvllle 
yesterday 
afternoon 


which resulted In tho almost instant 
death of William Llo>d Morgan, aged 
1. The curiosity ot Harry Hart, aged 
9, had for the weapon had Its sequel 
in an Involuntary murder; the killing 
of an Innocent lad just learning tlio 
Joys ot childhood. 


Tho accident happened at the homj 


of Mr. and Mrs. Harry Johnson, who 
live on tho second floor of a double 
house along Plttsburg street Just be- 
yond Gibson avenue. Little William 
Morgan had been sent to the John- 
son homo tor a waist belonging to hi? 
mother. Harry Hart went along with 
him. They found Mrs. Johnson clean- 
ing house. The boys had gone up tho 
steps In the rear, by which the John- 
son kitchen is reached. 


While Mrs. Johnson went to tho 


front part ot tho houso to get the 
waist." Harry Hart, who had entered 
tho Wtchcn, picked up the 12 gauge, 
double-barreled shot gun, which ho 
found hohind the door leading Into tho 
adjoining room. 


"Look out Willie," he -warned, "I 


want to see If this gun Is loaded." 


Tho words had no sooner been ut- 


tered than there was a Hash and a 
report. The charge entered tho little 
Morgan boy In the left breast,, be- 
tween tho second and third rib. JTho 
lad fell backwards across a chair on 
the porch. Mrs. Johnson, hearing the 
report, rushed to tho 
kitchen 
and 


readied the porch ns the lad breathe! 
his last. Drs. W. J. Chcrehlll and J. 
F. Kerr were summoned but the boy 
was dead before either ot them arriv- 
ed. 
He lived probably two minutes 


after being shot. 


Tho Hart boyj who was responsible 


.for the accident, was frantic with sriof 
over the accident. 
At the inquest 


last evening his testimony was dis- 
connected and barely comprchcnslvo 
His replies wore drowned in sobs. 


It Is not known just how the gun 


exploded.

Hart attempted to pull the hamme- 
back on one of the barrels but tl.e 
sprint; was too strong, the hammer 
slipping from his grasp anil exploding 
the cartridge. The Morgan boy wn- 
stnndlng outside tlio kitchen and on 
the porch when struck.

house >esterday. The gun usually oc- 
cupied a place In the room adjoining, 
but had been placed behind the door 
In the kitchen while Mrs. Johnson 
swept. 


The body was taken to the undertak- 


ing rooms of J. L. Stader soon after 
the accident and prepared for burial. 
Services will bo hold at tho Morgan 
home tomorrow morning at 0 o'clock, 
interment In Mt. Olive cemetery.
